They did it oil the six teenth round. 
That is the city council, after six ­ 
teen consecutive meeting s, including 
reg ular and called sessions, finally 
awarded the contract for the three 
boilers to be installed in the city wa­ 
ter and lig ht plant at their reg ular 
bi-monthly meeting last nig ht. 
The 
whole contract 
will cost 
approx i­ 
mately thirteen thousand dollars, the 
definite cost down to cents having not 
y et been ex actly ascertained. 


The contract for the three boilers, 
one heater, three stokers and other 
accessories was g iven to the Heine 
Safety Boiler company of Chicag o 
for aprox imately eleven 
thousand 
dollars. 
They submitted a bid ex ­ 
actly according to plans and specifi­ 
cations 
for every thing 
which the 
council intended to buy . It was later 
decided not to build a steel smoke 
stack but one of different material. 
When that decision was arrived at 
they had to seek elsewhere for the 
stack contract. It was finally award­ 
ed to tnc Ileine Chimney company of 
Chicag o for $1823. That is g iven as 
the cost of the stack above the foun­ 
dation. 
It is 
estimated that 
the 
foundation will cost only a few hun­ 
dred dollars the ex act cost to be de­ 
termined when the pressure of the 
earth to be ex cavated is learned. 


The members of the city 
council 
have been scratching their heads with 
g réât dilig ence over the boiler con­ 
tract for the past few months. 
They 
made a world’s record, when they 
remained in session until four o’clock 
this morning and they finally achiev­ 
e d their purpose. 
They have been 
holding meeting s most of the time for 
the past few months, taking up this 
and tliat contract and discussing it 
thoroug hly . 
They have also visited 
othen cities to see boilers in working 
order. 


The city council, in making up the 
annual budg et and fix ing the city tax 
levy thi* fall, appropriated only six 
thousand dollars to pay for the boil­ 
ers. Last nig ht they came to the sad 
realization that the boiler- would c« *st 
nearer six teen 
thousand 
than six 
thousand dollars. 
They spent a long 
time on the bond issue, the per cent 
of interest, the amount of 
various 
< ther ph r- - of the question. 
They 
finally passed a resolution to make a 


b o n d i- -no of ten thousand dollars, 
each bond to be valued at five h Hu­ 
ndred dollars, pay able in ten y ears at 
one thousand dollars a y ear, the first 
pay ment to be made two y ears after 
the date of issuance. 


The members of/the council had a 
number of thing s to worry their heads 
Inst nig ht, the first thing to come be­ 
fore them being a letter from L. B. 
AA aite of Indianapolis, superintend­ 
ent of this division of the C. II. & D., 
asking the permission of 
the city 
council to install crossing g ates on 
the principal streets of 
Rushviile. 
His letter stated 
that it was their 
plan to build g ates either at Perkins, 
Main and Morg an, or at Main, Mor­ 
g an and Harrison, 
The superintend­ 
ent said it was their wish to include 
Morg an street in any plans so as to 
avoid a collision between one of their 
trains and an I. & C. traction car. 


The superintendent said that they 
wished to install the g ates at three 
crossing s as soon as possible. 
The 
hjtterstated that the three g ates could 
be operated from a tower in about the 


center, where a clear view of the 
track could be bad in each direction, 
lie ’ declared in the letter 
that the 
g ates would afford better protection 
to pedestrians and occupants of ve­ 
hicles on the city streets. 
lie said 
that it was the plan to have a g ong on 
each g ate which would ring when they 
were 
lowered as a train approach­ 
ed. The lettef was considered by the 
council and finally referred to the 
committee 
on streets, 
alley s 
and 
bridg es by a unanimous vote. 
A new salary ordinance was passed 
last nig ht, which fix ed the pay of all 
of the officers in the employ of the 
city . 
By a unanimous vote the rules 
were suspended and the three read­ 
ing s of the ordinance were made last 
nig ht. 
The salaries as fix ed by the 
ordinance are as follows: 
May or. 
$430 per annum; 
council, $100 for 
each member; clerk, $600; treasur­ 
er, $850; 
marshal, $9 00; 
city a t­ 
torney , $200; 
fire chief, $75; 
sec­ 
retary of the board of health, $75; 
members of board of 
health, each 
$100; 
street commissioner, 20c. per 
hour from April first to October first 
and 25 cents per hour for the re­ 
maining months. The treasurer’s sal­ 
ary was increased $130 per annum, 
but he receives no more money than 
he did previously . 
The 
treasurer 
formerly was paid $700 salary and 
$150 for collecting water and lig ht 
rentals. 
Now he will receive no ad­ 
ditional money for collections. 
The city clerk was authorized to 
borrow $1745 to pay 
current 
ex ­ 
penses.

A propaganda is being preached by 
the insurgents, Democrats and 
So­ 
cialists against the new tariff until 
they have established a concept in 
the minds of millions of people that 
the high cost cf living is due to the 
tariff and that the tariff is also the 
cause of so-called monopolies and 
trusts. 
People often have 
strong convic­ 
tions on subjects of which they know 
practically 
nothing, 
and 
popular 
opipion sometimes goes off on a ta n­ 
go: ?: without any rational cause. 
In­ 
ti; atial sensation mongers are able 
to influence the passions of irrespon­ 
sible paranoics until they are ready 
to attack orderly institutions, villify 
the President of the nation and adopt 
socialistic and anarchistic theories of 
psychopathic scribblers 
for 
cheap 
magazines. 
We have nearly reached the state 
of unrest th at prevailed during the 
summer of 18 9 6, when 
Bryan 
was 
making his first run for President. 
The cause of public hysteria of that 
year was the low prices that prevail­ 
ed. 
During that summer you could 
not go downtown without running in­ 
to a meeting where the subject of dis­ 
cussion was the cause of low prices.

true that the tariff has a tendency to 
push up the price of labor, but this 
can not be said of products of ihe 
soil. 
Our tariff does not affect world 
prices. 
Food, cotton, wool, lumber 
and all products of the soil are high 
throughout the civilized 
world. 
In 
every country of Europe 
von 
hear 
complaints of the high cost of food 
and labor. 
During the present sum­ 
mer the writer talked with Italians, 
Frenchmen. Swiss and 
Englishmen, 
and all made the same complaint. 
A 
hotel m anager at Geneva said that his 
hills for food supplies had advanced 
40 per cent, and that labor was not 
only high, but very difficult to obtain. 
The strikers on the Northern Railroad 
of France base their 
demand 
for 
higher wages on the greatly increased 
ex pense of living. , 
The reduction of the duty on lum­ 
ber has not lowered its price because 
of the heavy domestic and foreign 
demand. 
We are the greatest lum­ 
ber country in the world, and this 
ye a rs ex port will he the largest in 
our history. 
Cotton is high because 
Europe is in urgent need of all that 
we can spare and L willing to pay up 


I suppose the reason that we hear 
so much about the wool schedule in 
Indiana is th at this is not a large 
wool-producing State. 
Political 
or­ 
ators would not dare to say that 11 
cents is an “ex tortionate” rate were 
they addressing people in the Royky 
Mountain States. 
The farm ers who 
raise wool say that 11 cents is not 
sufficient to restore the industry, and 
there will be fewer sheep in 19 11 than 
now. 
Tlnrconsumer will suffer from a de­ 
crease in the wool 
supply, 
because 
scarcity will eventually result in a 
higher cost.

STATE LAW IS BEING 1GN0RE0 


Persistence cf High School Fraterni­ 
ties and Sororities, Despite a Plain 
Statute Against Them in Indiana, 
Has Led the State Board of Educa­ 
tion to Enter Upon a Thorough In­ 
vestigation of the Whole Subject. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 2.—If a feeling 
expressed by the members of the state 
board of education is put into execu­ 
tion, as proposed, high schools of the 
state that permit high school frater­ 
nities and sororities among their stu­ 
dents will lose their commissions, 
which are issued by the hoard.

Holders of Indiana State Fair Colos­ 
seum Bonds Compelled to Wait. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 2.—Holders of 
$100,000 worth of bonds issued by the 
state board of agriculture to pay for 
the construction of the colosseum, or 
livestock pavilion, of the state fair 
grounds, were unable to collect on 
them when presented at the office of 
the auditor of state, according to the 
provisions of the act of the general 
assembly of 1907, which authorized 
their issuance and bound the state to 
pay for them. 
Yesterday was the day 
designated in the special act for the 
payment, and virtually all the bonds 
were presented. 
Lhck of funds in the state treasury 
not covered by appropriations was 
given by the auditor as the reason for 
their not being redeemed. 
The audi­ 
tor holds that appropriations take 
precedence over the bonds, and as all 
the money in the treasury is needed 
to pay these, the bondholders must 
wait. 
The bonds bear interest at 4 
per cent, and 
bough the coupons 
have been exhausted, it is held that 
the holders of the instruments can con­ 
tinue to collect 4 per cent. The bonds 
ai e chiefly in the hands of banks and 
trust companies for collection.
